of Herbert Hoover has risen

the ratification of the London naval 
treaty. 
His aggressive 
insistence 


that the senate be convened in spe- 
cial session so that the treaty could 
be adopted saved the pact from an 
indefinite delay and possible defeat. 


It was the new Hoover who dared 


to defy congress as contrasted with 
the old Hoover who leaned backward 
to. be deferential because he used to 
be criticised as dictatorial and as at- 
tempting to usurp power. 


The president's prestige began to 


wane somewhat -when congress re- 
fused to accept his advice and recom- 
mendations on a, number of import- 
ant legislative proposals- Mr. Hoo- 
ver preferred to wait till bills -were 
in their final stage before interpos- 
ing his views. 
That process, also 


due to a desire to give congress com- 
plete freedom of action, worked to 
the president's disadvantage. 
In 


the last sis weeks however Mr. Hoo- 
•ver has been persuaded to take the 
initiative and fight for his policies 
vigorously.

"I was especially touch- 
ed by the assurance of your sympa- 
thy -with me in my recent illness and 
your pleasure at my recovery. 
fe "It is a deep satisfaction for me to 
receive and welcome this great as- 
semblage of bishops of the American 


l^sommunion which includes not only 


Trtsbops from my dominions but from 
the United States of America. 


"I have observed 
with interest 


that among the delegations which 
lave visited Lambeth this has been 
*n important conference from the 
orthodox church view. Looking back 
upon the beginning of this seires of 
Lambeth conferences, it must be a 
source of pride and thankfulness to 
jreflect what testimony they bear to 
the growth and development of the 
Anglican communion. One hundred 
years ago it was little more than 
the church of a single kingdom. The 
present conference is a. world wide 
gathering of united, though mostly 
self-governing, churches which has 
attained the proportions of a general 
council. 


POINTS TO PROGRESS 


* "I remember ten years ago when 
I had the pleasure of receiving the 
jgs*ft Lambeth conference that the 
.question of the reunion of Christen- 
dom was foremost in your thoughts. 
Toti put before the world an Ideal 
of unity and a plea for new endeavor 
to heal rents in the fabric of the 
church. I arn most happy to learn 
that fhis appeal has not been fruit- 
less. It is my earnest hope and 
prayer that the work wh'ch your 
last conference began may prosper 
and that the deliberations of this 
present conference may result in 
some notable advance toward this 
most desirable end. 


"I learn from your address that 


the main subjects for -your -considera- 
tion are summed up in the general 
head—the faith and witness of the 
church, in this generation. The sub- 
ject has been well chosen and with 
keen insifht into the needs of the 
present day. The obvious and ma- 
Jtersal damage of war is not now so 
manifest as when you last -met. The 
•wounds ars to some extent scarred 
over. But men's minds and souls 
are still troubled by the wounds 
which the war Inflicted and perplex- 
ed through, the shocks thereby dealt 
to their old beliefs 
and spiritual 


loyalties. At such a time the fath- 
ers of the church do well to take 
council together how best to bring 
home TO the world of today, in ways 
most appropriate to the difficulties 
which beset it, the truths of the 
everlasting gospel. God reigns and 
I pray, that this blessirg may rest 
•upon your deliberations."
